old, son of Cuyler Adams of Deer- 
wood and a former Duluth young 
man, died at Rochester, Minn., Sat­ 
urday evening following a surgical 
operation. 
The b ody was b rought to 
Duluth .Sunday and taken 
to 
St. 
Paul's church, Seventeenth avenue 
east and Superior street, where fu­ 
neral services were conducted Mon­ 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock b y Dr. A. 
W. Ryan. 
News of the death of “Sals” Adams 
was a profound shock. >to his many 
friends in Duluth. 
He had b een in 
poor health for some years, b ut his 
was an uncomplaining nature. 
He 
went ab out his work cheerfully and 
few knew that he as suffering. 
Mr. Adams as b orn in Deerwood 
where the family had a summer home 
for many years b efore taking up a 
permanent residence there. 
He at­ 
tended the Duluth schools and was a 
graduate of the Duluth Central high 
school. 
Later he attended Cornell 
university, wnere he took a mining 
engineering course, and he followed 
that with special work In geology un­ 
der Prof. Leith at the University of 
Wisconsin. 
While he was attending Cornell. 
Mr. Adams was operated on for ap­

A b rilliant future was predicted for

attaining 
a reputation as a geological authori­ 
ty in this region. 
He was a fre­ 
q uent contrib utor to geological and 
scientific journals and wrote several 
monographs in connection with the 
United States geological survey. 
Ab out a month ago, Mr. 
Adams 
went to Rochester, where he under­ 
went two operations. 
Dr. C*harles 
Mayo took personal charge of the 
case and everything 
possib le 
was 
done, b ut there was little, hope from 
the first. 
Mrs. Adams was with her 
son during his 
last 
illness. 
His 
father was en route to Rochester Sat­ 
urday when he received a message, in 
St. Paul urging him to make haste. 
Attempts to ob tain a special train 
finally resulted in an engine and ca­ 
b oose b eing run from St. Paul to 
Rochester. 
An official of the rail­ 
road acted as fireman on account of 
inab ility to assemb le a crew and all 
possib le speed was made. 
Mr. Ad­ 
ams arrived at the b edside only an 
hour b efore his son died. 
“Sals” Adams was a universal fa­ 
vorite in high school, in college and 
later in the field 
of b usiness. 
He 
made friends everywhere and held 
them b y personal charm. 
He was 
recognized as a coming young man b y 
the men highest in his profession 
and they will join his close personal 
friends in deep regret that he was 
cut off in young manhood.
